$50,000 WANTED TO PROSECUTE 


MOBS THAT LYNCH NEGROES: 


Negro Ministers’ Congress Proposes 
Raising of Fund; Senator Wil- 
litms Assalled. 

Resolutions were adopted at the 
Negro Ministers’ Congress at Taber- 
nacle Church, 2726 Pine _ street. 
Wednesday night, proposing the 
raising of a fund of-$50,000 among 
negroes to prosecute mobs which 
lynch negroes and to aid in punish- 
ing negroes guilty wf crime. The 
resolutions condemned Senator John 
Sharp Williams of Mississippi be- 
cause of his speech in the Senate de- 
fending mobs which lynch negroes 
guilty of infamous crimes, and also 
condemned public officials of Mis- 
souri for failing to take action to ap- 
prehend the members of the mob 
which killed a negré in Moberly last 
Sunday. 

Williams’ action was denounced as 
equivalent to rebellion against the 
laws of the country and a violation 
of the Federal Constitution prescrib- 
ing qualifications of members of 
Congress. 

The resolutions were signed by the 
Rev. William A. Venable, the Rev. 
M. Owens and the Rev. P. W, Duna- 
vant.

Officers Begin Inquiry Into $100,000 
Blaze at Leavenworth. 
By the Associated Press. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Nov. 21. 
—Military authorities here today 
prepared to investigate the origin of 
a spectacular fire at the Federal mil- 
itary barracks late last night that 
caused property damage estimated at 
considerably in excess of $100,000. 
The fire started in the prison ex- 
change, destroying the building and 
the large quantity of army supplies 
it contained. From there the flames 
spread to the cantonment barracks 
and burned 14 of the frame struc- 
tures in the enclosure. Dynamite 
was used to stop the spread of the 
fire. The buildings burned were erect- 
ed in 1917 at a cost of $220,000. They 
were used to house prisoners, who, 
because of their good records, had 
been restoréd to duty as trusties. 
Prisoners assisted the authorities in 


fighting the fire.

UN ROOSEVELT'S GRAVE 


Heir to British Throne Will Be 
Host to 1000 Children After 
Trip to Oyster Bay. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YO Nov. 21.—Edward 
Albert, P:ince of Wales, began the 
last full day of his visit to New 
York today with a trip to the grave 
of Theodore Roosevelt at Oyster 
Bay. The Prince carried a wreath 
to place on the late former 'Presi- 
dent’s grave. 


The day’s program culled for his 
presence at a noon luncheon at the 
Piping Rock Club and in the after- 
noon he planned to play host to 1000 
school children aboard the British 
battle cruser Renown. 


This evening oe will be guest at 
a dinner of the Pilgrims ‘at which 
Chauncey M Depew wili preside. A 
brief visit to the Hippodrome and a 
reception at the Seventh Regiment 
Armory arranged by Mr. and Mrs. 
Rodman Wanamaker, will complete 
the day’s events. 

Tomorrow the }'rince will end his 
visit to the Unite’ States, sailing on 
the Renown for Halifax. 

Yesterday ther3 was nothing on 
his program except a visit to West 
Point, where he inspected the 
cadets, a vigorous hour at squash, 
a dinner on the Renown and a thea- 
ter party. All the rest of the time 
wast his own. 

The trip to West Point was the 
big event of the day and occupied 
the major portion of it. 

At Garrison, the little river sta- 
tion where he alighted to take ths3 
ferry for West Point, a very pretty 
picture was presented. The goung- 
er school children of the village, 
ranging in age from 10 to 5 years, 
lined the path from the station to 
the ferry boat. “The girls were on 
one side and the boys on the other 
and alternate small hands grasped 
American and British flags, while 
the boys used their disengaged 
hands to perform a highly creditable 
military salute. The salute was 
puntiliously returned by the Prince, 
who stopped and chatted for a few 
moments with the children’s school 


teacher. 

At West Point the Prince was 
received by a cavalry escort headed 
by Brigadier-General McArthur, the 
commandant. , 

“T have never seen finer march- 
ing,” exclaimed the Prince, as the 
long, blue-clad lines swung past him.

The lIatest authoritative figures 
show that on the first of October 
there was available about 700,000 
tons for the last three months of 
this year. The pre-war normal con- 
sumption was 350,000 tons a month. 
There was thus in prospect at that 
time a shortage for the rest of the 
year of about 300,000 tons, based on 
pre-war figures, 

The shortage is seen to be still 
greater when one considers that the 
per capita consumption has jumped 
rrom the prewar average of 83 
pounds a year to the present record 
figure of 94 pounds. There is, Says 
Figg, most decidedly world shert- 
age af sugar andanation#l shortage 
and one of the fundamental! caus?2s is 
increased consumption due in large 
part to the increased use of candy 
and soft drinks that followed in the 
wake of prohibition. 

Another basic cause is the destruc- 
tion of the beet sugar indnstry in 
Central Europe during the war. Ger- 
many, the greatest producer of beet 
sugar, found itself with no accumu- 
lation at the time of the armistice. 
Both there and in other countries 
the return to normal production will 
be slow. In consequence of the Eu- 
ropean shortage, foreign buyers are 
now making heavy inroads on the 
crop in. Cuba, where the United 
States formerly had virtually a free 
hand. j 

Hoarding a Minor Cause. 

A minor cause, according to Figg, 
is that which has already been sug- 
gested—the Withholding of supplies 
by manufacturers in expectation of 
a rise in price. There is, he says, no 
concerted effort in that direction and 
the amount of sugar. withheld has 
not been such as materially to affect 
the situation. Hoarding has peen 
carried on both by dealers for spec- 
ulative purposes and by individuals 
for their own consumption, but this, 
100, has been only a small factor in 
Winging about the present condition. 

Under the amendments to the 
Lever act passed by the last session 
of Congress the Department of Jus- 
tice has been hunting down hoard- 
ers in all parts of the country.

association is composed of the Hyde | 


Park, Wainwright, Green Tree, City 
and Hyde Park bottling plants. “Of 
course,”’ said C. Norman Jones, sec- 
retary of the association, “‘there will 
be no beer stronger than 2.75 per 
cent brewed at this time.” 

Hugo Koehler, president of the In- 
dependent Breweries Co., operating 
the American, Gast, 
National breweries, said the compa- 
ny expected to resume the manufac- 
ture of 2.75 beer as sgon as the at- 
torneys had agreed upon the terms 
of the order of injunction which 
Judge Polock will sign. Koehler said 
no beer would be made by the Inde- 
pendent until the order became ef- 
fective. 

At the Anheuser-Busch offices it 
was said that no announcement 
whether the company would resume 
the manufacture of beer would be 
made until counsel had been con- 
sulted. 

The Lemp Brewing Co. stated that 
it had permanently abandoned the 
manufacture of beer: 

At the Schorr-Kolkschneider 
Brewing Go. it was said that neither 
manufacture of 2.75 per cent beer 
nor distribution of the present stock 
would be attempted until after a 
conference between officials and the 
joint attorneys of the five brewerles 
which asked for the injunction. 

When the enforcement bill was 
passed, there were 1305 ealoons In 
St. Louis and 100 of these surren- 
dered their licenses. After the an- 
nouncement of Judge Pollock's decl- 
sion today, 12 applications for li- 
censes were made to the Excise 
Commigsioner, the granting of which 
would make the number of saloons 
now open 1217. 

As is known, a large number of sa- 
loons in St. Louls have been selling 
not only 2.75 per cent beer, but also 
whisky.

hibited traffic {n toxicants.” — 

Refers to Enforcement Law. 

| While the decision is based on the 
,non-intoxicating character of 2.75 
'per cent beer, Judge Pollock ex- 
presses his opinion of several phases 
of the Volstead enforcement act of 
Oct. 28 last, plainly indicating that 
he doubts its constitutionality, 
\ though he does not specificially pass 
on the act's constitutional validity. 
| The principal point made by the 
| Judge in summing up his views on 
‘the prohibition enforcement act is 
that it violates the pledge made 
when constitutional prohibition Was 
submitted to the states for ratifica- 
tion. This pledge was that the en- 
furcement of nation-wide prohibi- 
tlon by the Federal Government 
would not start until one year after 
the eighteenth amendment to the 
national Constitution was ratified. 

Only the existence of an actual 
war emergency would justify the 
act of Congress in. passing the en- 
furcement act of Oct. 28, the de- 
cision stated. In the opinion of the 
court no such emergency existed and 
“the prohibition of beverages con- 
taining not more than 2.75 alcohol 
bears no relation to the conduct of 
any war between the United States 
and any nation on earth or to the 
disbanding of any troops.” 

Cites Words of President. 

The decision cites the words of 
President Wilson jin his veto message 
on the prohibition enforcement act 
as proof that to all practical intent 
the war was over when the act 
passed over the President's veto. 

This act of Congress, the decision 
said, took away the police powers 
o fthe states and violated the eight- 
eerith amendment to the Constitu- 
tion which became a part of the or- 
ganic. law of the land at the moment 
of its ratification. The power and ef- 
fect of the amendment, the decision 
said, was in full force from the time 
of its ratification despite the fact 
that so far as the United States Gov- 
ernment was concerned it was not to 
be enforced until one year thereaft- 
er. .

Root Before Supreme Court 
Argues Wartime Act Is 
Unconstitutional.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Final 
argument on the constitutionality of 
the war-time prohibition act is in 
progress before the Supreme Court 
today. No decision from the Court 
is expected, however, until it recon- 
venes Dec. 8 after a recess begin- 
ning Monday. 

Virtually the only hope for a’ 
‘wet spell” before the constitutional | 
prohibition amendment becomes ef- 
fective Jan. 16, is believed to be 
from a decision of the Supreme Court 
holding the act unconstitutional. The 
failure of the Senate to act on the 
peace treaty came as a blow to the 
“wets.” ‘Their woe was added to by 
the statement of President Wilson 
that he would not rescind the “dry” | 
act until peace formally had been 
declared. 

Elihu Root and others contended 
in argument yesterday that the war-' 
time act and the Volstead enforce-: 
ment measure not only violated the, 
fifth constitutional amendment, pro-| 
hibiting the taking of property with- | 
out just compensation, but were in- | 
operative owing to the cessation of| 
hostilities and the demobilization of | 
the army which were responsible for 
their enactment. 

Solicitor-General King and Wil-| 
liam L. Frierson, Assistant Attorney- 
General, for the Government, how-| 
ever, argued that a state of war still | 
existed, and that it was Congress’ | 
intent to provide wartime prohibi- 
tion until the peace treaty was rati- 
fled. 

The arguments were on appeals. 
brought from Kentucky, where the’ 
wartime prohibition act was declared. 
unconstitutional, and from New! 
York, where Federal Court decrees 
sustained by the wartime and the en-| 
forcement acts and dismissed in- 
junction proceedings sought to en-| 
able Dryfoos, Blum & Co. to remove 
whisky from bond, and Jacob Rup- 
pert, a brewer, to manufacture beer 
containing more than one-half of 1| 
per cent of alcohol. 


Root’s Argument in Case. | 


“We say Congress has no author- 
ity to prohibit the manufacture of| 
nonintoxicating beverages,” Root | 
said, appearing in the Ruppert case. | 
“We will go further and say that }t! 
has no authority to intermeddle in. 
the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors.”’ 

Root said he “totally denied” the 
Government's contentions that the’ 
acts were validly enacted under Con- | 
gress’ war powers. 


“The declaration of war is not the 
emergency that brings into play the| 
war powers of Congress,” Root con-| 
tinued. “All the patriotic impulses | 
of our people have been to give the | 
widest latitude of power to the leg- | 
islative and executive branches of 
our Government. Such great power. 
was never exercised by any poten-| 
tate. But it is not human nature to| 
give up power, and the deadliest | 
peril of a free nation {s the tendency 
of power to encroach upon the rights 
and liberties of a free people. When 
power is no longer limited we are 
no longer free.”’ 

During a discussion as to the 
existence of the emergency, Justice 
Pitney remarked: “The enemy! 
hasn’t heard of our terms of peace 
as laid down by the Senate.” 

“There is no controversy in the 
Senate as to the terms of peace, but | 
over a collateral agreement among .

Others who were in the bank at the 
time testified that West was the first 
robber to fire.a shot from the bank 
sso policemen were seen approach- 
ng. 

The robbers took $4100 tn cash 
and $14,090 of Liberty Bonds from

DUTCH CITIES BUY U. S. SHOES 


Thousands of Pairs Imported in 
Campaign Against High Prices. 
By the Aesnoctated Press, 

THH HAGUE, Nov. 20.—A con- 
troversy of possible far-reaching ef- 
fect on American trade relations ifn 
|Holland is in progress in the Am- 
|sterdam and Rotterdam municipal 
councils, regarding the quality of 
American shoes, of which thousands 
of pairs have been imported by the 
municipalities in an effort to break 
the high prices of the Dutch manu- 
facturers. 

The possibility of an extraordinary 
after-the-war-trade plea was hinted 
at in a meeting of the Rotterdam 
council last night. Alderman de Mi- 
|randa said that shoes which Dutch 
dealers had dissected and derisively 
displayed in their windows to show 
their poor quality were not Amer- 
ican but German “Ersatz leather,” 
having been substituted by the deal- 
ers to convince the public that Amer- 
ican shoes were of poor quality and 
“made of paper.’ 

The workmen’s organizations 
which have been permitted to buy 
American shoes collectively tn an ef- 
fort to reduce the cost of living, re- 
ported them to be of excellent qual-

What Flags to Salute. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

With reference to the letter in the 
“People’s Column” of the 16th, signed 
St. Loulsan and headed “Salute the 
Flag,” let me put your readers right 
on that subject. 

If anyone ought 3o know what is due 
the flag it strikes me the party who is 
authority for the “Army Regulations” 
and “Articles of War” is worth listening 
to in this controversy. 

~The “Army Regulations” in the “Gen- 
eral Orders for Sentinels” provide that 
it is the duty of all soldiers to salute all 
colors and standards not cased, and this 
means regimental colors in the infantry 
service or regimental standards in the 
cavalry service; no other flags are sa- 
luted by soldiers who know their busi- 
ness. If it is expected that we should 
salute every flag displayed on peanut 
emporiums or projecting from some 
window we may as well leave our hats 


and similar occasions. 

Whatever is the proper thing for a 
soldier in this respect should be good 
enough for a citizen or rather civilian 
and to stand bareheaded while a dozen 
or more flags are carried past in a pa- 
rade is entirely improper unless they 
are actually the colors or standards of 
some regiment in the military service, 
the only other occasion where flags are 
saluted in the navy or army being ‘re- 
treat’ in the army and evening colors 
in the navy, except that in the last 
eallors and officers are obliged to sa- 
lute the ship’s flag, which corresponds 
to regimental oolors or standards, when 
coming on deck. 

The writer of this note does not carry 
his patriotism on his coat sleeve and has 
no other license to butt into this argu- 
ment except an honorable discharge 
from Uncle Sam’s army after servirg 
through the Spanish War and the en- 
tire Philippine insurrection and the dis- 
charge of his father and grandfather 
who responded to the call of Father 
Abraham in 1861, while his son has just 
been dis¢harged from the U. 8S. navy, 
and whdt was good enough for them 
while wearing the blue or khaki wiil Je 
good enough for him in civil life.

EXPLAIN THE SUGAR MYSTERY. 


There is need of a clear understanding as to what 
has become of the sugar imported into the United 
States these last 10 months. The public will not be 
satisfied with anything less than an explanation 
which really explains. 

Statistics, usually uninteresting, in this case have 
an absorbing fascination even for the housewife. Con- 
sider, first, how much sugar was brought into this 
country in the years preceding the war: 

PE on Dadh cebes evceeeees »4,189,421,908 pounds 

. -4,094,545,936 pounds 
. .8,937,977,265 pounds 
. -4,104,618,393 pounds 
4,740,041,488 pounds 

These figures are taken from the ofiicial reports of 
the foreign commerce of the United States, supplied 
to the Post-Dispatch by the Department of Commerce, 
In some of those years, mentioned above, it was possi- 
ble to. get 20 pounds of sugar for one dollar. 

Now consider the year 1919. In nine months of this 
year, according to further records of the Department 
of Commerce, there has been imported sugar to the 
amount of 

5,824,225,163 POUNDS. 

But that is not all of the story. In the same nine- 
month period, in 1917, and again in 1918, while the 
war was on and we were sending huge quantities of 
sugar to our allies and neutrals, we actually imported 
less sugar by 1,200,000 tons than we have imported 
this year. Though sugar was scarce in those two 
years, there was no such shortage as we have experi- 
enced lately. 

.One more comparison. In September, 1918, the 
United States imported 275,497,112 pounds; this last 
September we imported 708,933,236 pounds. Figure 
a shortage out of that, if you can. 

There has been a considerable increase in popula- 
tion, it is true. But far less, proportionately, than the 
increase in the importation of sugar. ‘What, then, 
has become of it? 

But, it is said—think of Europe! By all means, 
think of Europe. In the year since the armistice the 
beet sugar areas have resumed production. The 
American Sugar Refining Company, which has an eye 
on the entire world, reports that Czecho-Slovakia 
alone will have several hundred thousand tons to ex- 
port this year, and that 100,000 tons were recently 
sold to France. The French sugar mills are busy 
again. Denmark is selling sugar to consumers for 
about eight cents a pound, though at a slight Gov- 
ernment loss. England, since January 1, has imported 
1,177,872 tons. That country now has a comfortable 
surplus.on hand, although the national restriction lim- 
iting consumption to half a pound per pacividnas, per 
week, is still in force, 

Here in St. Louis thousands of housewives have 
been unable to get as much as a thimbleful for peri- 
ods of many days. In New Orleans recently, a news- 
paper canvass showed more than half the grocery 
stores are without any, though a reporter discovered 
in a warehouse “an ocean of sugar.” 

The short crop in Louisiana is advanced as one rea- 
son for the scarcity of sugar. The entire output of 
that State is scarcely more than one-third of the beet 
sugar production in this cguntry and compared with 
Cuba is insignificant. Cuba alone raises as much 
cane as 200 Louisianas. 

Prediction is made that sugar is going to twenty- 
five cents a pound. We do not believe it, if the Gov- 
ernment will take control of the situation under the 
powers it possesses already.

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PARTISAN POLICE V8. UNION POLICE. 

The unanimous vote of Belleville’s police force de- 
clining to comply with Mayor Johnson's demand that 
they surrender their union charter seems a singular 
and fatuous act of defiance and insubordination until 
the explanation is learned. The members of the force 
say that only by continuing the union relation will 
they have any safeguard against losihg their jobs the 
next time the city administration changes. They may 
be discharged because they retain thefr charter, 
though:-such an affront to organized labor generally 
does not seem to them probable. But as between dis- 
charge because of union affiliations and discharge be- 
cause of political pull, they prefer the former. 

As between partisanized police and unionized police, 
which is to be chosen? Which is the more discred- 
itable, police jobs made by city custom dependent on 
politics or police jobs made dependent by the men 
on union strength and influence? In neither case do 
the men have the position of independence desirable 
in the case of-conservators of the law. 
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THE SECOND INDUSTRIAL CONFERENCE. 

President Wilson has issued a call for a new Indus- 
trial Conference, to,meet in Washington December 1. 
The salient diff ¢ between the forthcoming coun- 
cil and the first body has to do with organization. “The 
group plan has been abandoned. The delegates to the 
new conference will not represent any special interest. 
Instead, they will represent all interests. They will 
vote as individuals. With the principle of majority 
rule functioning, the liability of the second conven- 
tion’s reaching an impasse seems to have been re- 
moved. In any event, the power of disorganizing the 
convention will not be vested in a minority. That is 
what happened before, though it must be remembered 
that the question of collective bargaining, on which

the first conference split, was supported by the ma-' 


jority, and would have carried had the delegates 
voted, not in groups, but as individuals. 

The personnel of the second conference is, of course, 
distinguished. But it is more than that. An equal 
number of men equally distinguished might have been 


| 


named who, nevertheless, would not inspire public 
confidence in their ability to meet the occasion. The 
capacity of these conferees to do the work they will 
undertake is extraordinary. Coming as they do from 
public life, professional life and business life, with 
outstanding accomplishments to their credit, they 
arouse high expectations. From the business world, 
for example, men have been drafted who have already 
established new relations with labor and whose ex- 
periments have been successful. 

It is possible, to be sure, that the deliberations of 
this second conference may prove disappointing; that 
public judgment will pronounce it a failure. Even so, 
by the time the second conference adjourns we may 
be sure that substantial progress will have been made 
\ towards the new industrial order under which there 
will be a wider distribution both of rewards and re- 


sponsibilities.

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NEW YORK’S MILK STRIKE, 

New York’s milk strike is a pioneering adventure, 
with interesting and far-reaching possibilities. It is, 
essentially, a challenge to the costly, clumsy system 
of distribution. 

Some 500,000 New York consumers have agreed to 
go without milk three days a week, for a period not 
designated, until the price is lowered. The farmer, it 
should be explained, is not the object of this at- 
tempted demonstration of the public’s power when 
organized. The object of the public wrath is the sys- 
tem of distribution, personified in this instance by the 
milk drivers who recently struck for more pay and 
whose employers, having granted the demand, pro- 
ceeded to pass the expense along to the consumer. 

But the farmer, it is argued, is sure to be the first 
victim of the movement, a fact which has created 
opposition to the plan on the ground that the farmer 
is not a profiteer. It is unfortunate that the farmer 
should suffer for the avarice of others. But the pub- 
lic has already been victimized by the milk drivers 
or their employers, and if, in protesting against this 
imposition and undertaking to defend themselves 
against it, they bring the farmer into the situation 
and make him a partner in the wrong, a really im- 
portant forward step may have been taken. 

One of the reasons for the growth of our topheary, 
extravagant distribution system has been the failure 
of producer and consumer to recognize their com- 
munity of interest. Both have suffered from the ever- 
multiplying middleman, and both will continue to 
suffer until they understand that they have a com- 
mon cause. The New York milk strike may help 
bring about that understanding. It it does it will 
be a good deal more than an episode in a topsy- 
turvy time. It may approach the es 
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And while the women who have organized against 
high prices are cutting out this year’s hats they might 
also cut down this year’s heels. 
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THE LEGION’S BAN ON KERBISLER. 

Louisville has canceled a Kreisler engagement at 
the instance of its local chapter of the American 
Legion which bases its objection on the resolution 
adopted at the national convention of the Legion cen- 
suring any attempt to create sympathy for Germany 
or her allies by operas, plays, or performances of any 
character, artistic or otherwise. 

Possibly a Kreisler concert may be proscribed by 
the letter of’that resolution. But such narrow con- 
struction, we believe, is a grave individual injustice 
and a public misfortune. 
of anything more foreign to propaganda than a 
Kreisler concert is. While listening to Kreisler no- 
body thinks of Germany or Austria, or the hates of 
the world. Kreisler the artist, is not an Austrian. 
He is a citizen of every land. He speaks a universal 
language, in accents of memorable power and haunt- 
ing beauty. Kreisler, with his violin, is one of the 
glories of our,age. So much for Kreibler, the artist. 

What about Kreisler the man? A citizen of Aus- 
tria when his country went to war he took up arms. 
Surely no soldier of the American Legion ¢riticises 
that conduct. He fought and was wounded. Perman- 
ently invalided he resumed his work. He came to 
then neutral America. Sis earnings, at that time, as 
is pretty well known, went to the support of artists 
and their dependents who had been impoverished by 
the war. Upon our entrance into the struggle he de- 
cided to appear no more in public, but was dissuaded 
from that step by the earnest entreaty of his friends 
and by a considerable public sentiment. When at 
length it bécame evident that he was pérsona non 
grata he did withdraw. 

Really, Kreisler’s deportment seems to have been 
without fear and without reproach. It seems to in- 
vite, not littleness, but chivalric, fair judgment. - 
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Let us hope that those Louisiana sugar growers 


haven't been allowed a price of 171-2 cents a pound}
